BACKGROUND

Lake Providence is an abandoned meander 
of the Mississippi River located in East 
Carroll Parish. Land use development 
within the Lake Providence watershed has 
resulted in excessive sedimentation and 
deterioration of the water quality, aquatic 
vegetation and fisheries.
